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Fire  Record 

Fire  records  are  made  by  people  —  those  who  cause  fires 
and  those  who  control  them.  Your  forest  fire  warden,  deputy 
wardens,  fire  chief  and  firemen  have,  in  spite  of  a  prolonged 
drought,  made  one  of  the  best  fire  control  records  in  recent 
years.  Despite  a  very  dry  spring,  we  in  New  Hampshire  working 
together,  have  substantially  reduced  our  fire  incidence  (885 
in   1965  to  595  in   1966.) 

This  enviable  record  is  largely  due  to  tv/o  factors: 

1.  A  closely  coordinated  and  Integrated  state-town  or- 
ganization jointly  carrying  out  programs  of  forest  fire 
prevention,  training  and  suppression  with  dedicated 
personnel. 

2.  Your  appreciation  of  our  forest  fire  control  program 
and  your  individual  effort  in  practicing  fire  preven- 
tion. 

Statistics  show,  however,  there  is  room  for  improvement. 
Major  problems  are  still  with  us;  (  I  )  the  careless  disposal  of 
cigarettes;  (2)  the  householder's  carelessness  in  burning  rubbish; 
(3)  the  fai'ure  of  woodlot  owners  and  contractors  to  complete- 
ly extinguish  their  brush  burning  fires:  (4)  failure  to  extinguish 
camp  fires;    (5)    unsupervised  children   playing  with  matches. 

New  Hampshire  has  4,339,000  acres  of  woodland  to  be 
protected.  In  1966  we  experienced  595  forest  fires  on  this 
area  and  restricted  acreage  burned  to  395  acres  —  a  fine 
testimonial  to  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  the  men  who 
make  up  our  forest  fire  control  organization. 

1.  If  you  must  burn  you  will  need  a  permit.  Permits  are 
not  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  except 
on  rainy  days.  Permits  are  not  needed  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow.  To  minimize  risk  the  best  way 
to  dispose  of  rubbish  is  at  your  authorized  town  or 
municipal  dumping  area. 

2.  Be  sure  all  discarded  smoking  material  is  out. 

3.  Don't  leave  a  live  camp  or  cooking  fire. 

4.  Most  important  —  Instruct  your  children  that  matches 
are   not  play  things.

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ALTON  WATER  WORKS  REPORT 
1966 

Your  Water  Works  took  over  the  Water  System  serving 
the  Alton  Bay  Campmeeting  Ass'n.  during  the  sunnnner  as 
authorized  at  the  March  —  1966  Town  Meeting.  We  have  re- 
paired a  few  breaks  and  weak  areas  in  the  system,  improved 
the  feed  for  their  summer  lines  from  our  main  and  installed 
a  new  Gate  Valve  in  their  cast  iron  main  so  this  can  be  left  on 
In  the  Winter  keeping  the  hydrant  in  the  center  of  the  Grounds 
in  use  the  year  around.  We  have  the  pipe  on  hand  to  winterize 
the  pipe  on  Upper  Bay  Street  this  Spring.  Several  cottages  will 
be  served  from  our  existing  main  pipes  this  Spring  to  eliminate 
several  existing  Summer  lines  on  the  Grounds. 

Our  Main  pipe  on  Rte.  28  has  been  extended  to  serve  the 
new  Aetna  Eng'r.  Co.  building  being  erected  there. 

The  new  extensions  voted  at  the  Special  Meeting  in  the 
Fall  are  under  construction.  The  Winter  line  to  the  Gray  Owl 
is  in  use;  The  hydrant  near  Kelley  Brown's  residence  is  in  Serv- 
ice and  the  line  and  hydrant  to  the  Oak  Birch  Inn  area  will  be 
completed   in  January    (weather   permitting). 

Most  of  the  materials  for  the  extension  on  Rte.  140  have 
been  purchased  and  will  be  installed  in  the  Spring  when  the 
State  of  N.H.  has  agreed  to  draw  the  water  down  in  the  River. 

The  wells,  pumps  and  system  are  all  working  well  with  no 
apparent  serious  problems.

The  Recreational  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Town  of  Alton 
had  a  very  successful  summer.

The  purpose  of  the  Parks  &  Playgrounds  Committee  is  to 
assist  the  Selectmen  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
in  planning  and  preparing  work  and  budgets  for  the  various 
functions   of  the  department. 

Two  seawalls  were  completed  in  1966,  one  at  the  Bay 
Beach  (East),  and  one  at  the  Public  Docks  (West).  It  is 
planned  to  install  a  guard  rail  on  the  wall  at  the  Bay  Beach 
area,  and  provide  several  picnic  tables.  The  Barbershopper  Jam- 
boree Committee  donated  funds  for  this  project  and  has  made 
a  great  improvement  to  this  area.  The  Committee  has  been 
requested  that  the  Area  be  named  "Harmony  Park"  in  their 
honor. 

The  Committee  has  recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that 
the  West  Alton  Beach  Area  be  surveyed,  bounds  set,  and 
planned  improvements  be  made  early  in    1967. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Alton  School  Students 
and  Mrs.  Marion  McDonald,  School  Board  Member  for  their 
time  donated  for  rehearsals  and  their  fine  Sunday  Night  Band 
Concerts  during  the  Summer.  The  School  and  Community  Band 
was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Ray  Ladieu  of  Laconia,  who  also 
donated  much  of  his  time  to  this  program.  Five  Sunday  night 
band  concerts  have  been  recommended  for   1967. 

Three  Wednesday  night  Street  Dances  were  held  at  the 
Band  Stand  and  were  enjoyed  by  several  hundred  children  and 
adults.  The  Wednesday  night  program  will  be  continued  in 
1967  with  five  programs. 

The  Summer  Recreation  Program  was  directed  by  Miss 
Gerine  Piper.  This  program  will  be  continued  in  1967  and  as  in 
the  past,  both  summer  and  year  round  property  owners  may 
register  their  children  in  this  well  conducted   program. 

The  Committee  has  been  requested  to  make  additions 
to  the  Winter  Recreation  Program.  This  includes  ten  bus  trips 
to  the  Sunstock  Ski  Area  for  school  and  seasonal  property 
owners'  children,  and  improvements  to  the  Ice  Skating  Rink 
Area  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  should  consider 
acquiring  additional  shore  property  on  Lake  Winnipesaukee 
and  some  of  the  smaller  ponds  that  do  not  presently  have  public 
access.  Public  access  to  lakes  and  ponds  will  add  much  to  the 
desirability  to  the  back  land,  and  will  help  boost  our  continued 
growth  in  the  future.

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Disease,  $309.06  was  spent  !n  removal  of  fifteen  (15)  large 
trees  and  numerous  clumps  of  smaller  trees.  The  $200.00  ap- 
propriated for  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  was  paid  to  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  for  spraying  of  trees  in  this  area. 

Church  Street  Project 

350  feet  on  the  north  side  of  Church  Street  between 
Adams'  and  Blanchard's  driveways  was  widened  fifteen  feet 
and  this  area  graveled,  graded  and  hot  topped.  Included  was 
a  three  (3)  foot  sidewalk  with  a  neight  (8)  inch  curb  and  two 
(2)  catch  basins  to  insure  proper  drainage.  Total  cost  of  proj- 
ect $2,002.27. 

Wolfeboro  Hill  Work 

The  catch  basin  and  culvert  headers  at  the  foot  of  this  hill 
were  repaired.  In  this  area  both  sides  of  the  road  shoulders  and 
ditch  were  excavated,  graded  and  hot  topped.  The  road  en- 
trances to  the  private  driveways  were  hot  topped.  Total  cost 
of  work  $1,138.96.

.23,  less  expenditures  amounting  to  $3,610.47,  left  an  over- 
draft of  $633.24.

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B.  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDANT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Alton  School  District:  I 
respectfully  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Computers,  electronics,  antibiotics,  electromation,  space  age 
and  many  other  such  terms  tend  to  identify  the  future  which  the 
youth  of  Alton  will  face.  The  rapid  expansion  of  knowledge  is 
nbelievable.  As  an  example,  in  the  early  1900's  a  single  stu- 
dent textbook  on  basic  science  contained  practically  all  the  es- 
sential information  known  about  the  subject  at  that  time.  To 
cover  the  same  material  today  would  require  a  study  of  sixty- 
four  books. 

The  students  of  today  have  a  great  deal  more  knowledge 
to  acquire  in  order  to  become  productive  members  of  the  com- 
munity. It  becomes  necessary  for  schools  to  keep  pace  with  the 
knowledge  explosion  and  to  give  the  student  adequate  prepa- 
ration. To  do  this  the  schools  require  the  support  of  the  people 
of  Alton. 

At  present,  the  Alton  High  School  is  attempting  to  provide 
the  same  educational  opportunities  as  a  large  high  school,  ex- 
cept the  Alton  High  School  is  the  second  smallest  four-year 
school  in  the  state.  This  is  an  expensive  task,  simply  due  to  the 
sheer  lack  of  enough  students  to  economically  support  the  offer- 
ing of  industrial  arts,  business  education,  etc. 

How  is  it  possible  to  economically  meet  the  needs  of  the 
students  who  will  be  facing  a  future  of  technology  beyond  our 
imagination?  The  answer  is  not  clear,  but  surely  it  is  a  question 
worthy  of  extensive  study.  It  is  fully  realized  that  Alton  has 
studied  the  possibility  of  forming  a  cooperative  school  district 
and  voted  against  the  recommendations  submitted  at  that  time. 
But  there  may  be  other  solutions.  If  we  are  to  continue  providing 
the  youth  of  Alton  with  the  educational  preparedness  they  need 
to  compete  in  the  future,  it  will  become  increasingly  more  ex- 
pensive. 

If  our  schools  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  knowledge  ex- 
plosion we  must  adopt  the  techniques  brought  forth  by  advances 
in  technology.  As  recent  educational  research  points  out,  schools 
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must  use  entirely  new  approaches  to  the  teaching  and  learning 
process  if  they  hope  to  find  a  feasible  way  to  stress  the  kind  of 
inquiry  which  is  meaningful  to  students  faced  with  this  wealth 
of  information.  The  old  time  slate  gave  way  to  the  McGuffy 
reader,  the  unskilled  to  the  skilled,  the  horse  to  the  locomotive. 
It  is  believed  that  you,  the  citizens  of  Alton,  can  face  the  prob- 
lem openly  to  seek  a  solution  for  your  youth,  who  so  justly 
deserve  a  good   start  in   life. 

In  closing,  we  solicit  the  support  of  parents,  business  men, 
citizens  and  all  other  agencies  in  our  common  effort  to  improve 
our  greatest  natural  resource,  the  boys  and  girls  of  Alton.

C.   REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Alton  School  District; 
It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  annual  report. 

After  working  seven  months  in  this  school  district  it  is  an 
opportune  time  to  share  with  you  who  provide  the  financial 
support  of  the  schools  the  impressions  I  have  thus  far. 

The  six  elementary  teachers  in  Alton  are  assigned  fo  self- 
contained  classrooms  which  have  almost  thirty  pupils  in  each 
room.  These  teachers  accept  the  assignment  willingly,  but  in 
this  situation  children  who  are  in  need  of  individual  assistance 
cannot  get  it  as  readily.  Therefore,  children  are  suffering  edu- 
cationally. 

To  offset  the  problem  created  by  large  classes  the  voters 
authorized  classes  in  remedial  reading  and  special  education. 
These  have  been  established  and  seem  to  be  of  assistance  to 
both  the  children  attending  the  classes  and  to  those  remaining 
in  the  regular  classroom  since  the  regular  classroom  has  fewer 
children  and  fewer  distractions. 

If  the  voters  of  Alton  would  vote  to  accept  Federal  Aid 
either  of  the  two  programs  mentioned  in  the  above  paragraph 
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could  be  supported  with  Federal  monies.  The  "controls"  imposed 
do  not  affect  students.  If  there  are  any  "controls"  they  affect 
only  the  persons  involved  in  the  time-consuming  task  of  apply- 
ing for  the  funds.  We  have  all  paid  our  Federal  taxes  and  the 
government  is  going  to  spend  several  millions  on  education.  It 
is  unfortunate  that  Alton  allow  its  share  to  be  used  by  some 
other  school   district. 

At  the  high  school  we  are  supporting  teachers  who  instruct 
only  twenty-nine  children  in  a  day.  Some  classes  have  from  one 
to  four  children  enrolled.  In  larger  schools  for  the  same  $5000 
salary  a  teacher  would  teach  five  classes  with  approximately 
twenty  children  in  each,  or  a  total  of  one  hundred  children  a 
day. 

We  offer  only  one  foreign  language,  alternate  chemistry 
with  physics  every  other  year,  and  have  very  limited  math, 
social  studies,  and  English  offerings. 

Probably  the  single  problem  deserving  more  attention  than 
any  other  is  the  turnover  of  professional  staff  members.  Of  a 
total  of  twenty-two  persons  we  employ  eleven  who  are  in  their 
first  year  of  teaching  in  Alton.  This  is  not  mentioned  as  a  plea 
on  behalf  of  teachers  but  rather  a  plea  to  lend  continuity  to 
your  child's  education.  Reasons  for  this  high  rate  of  turnover 
should  be  defined  and  solutions  to  correct  the  problem  imple- 
mented. Salaries  play  an  important  part,  but  there  must  be 
more  than  that  taken  into  consideration. 

The  picture  is  not  completely  discouraging,  however.  Mr. 
Smith  has  provided  very  capable  leadership  as  principal  this 
year.  We  have  some  fine  teachers  on  our  staff.  The  citizens  of 
Alton  have  had  constructed  a  very  nice  physical  plant. 

This  school  district,  like  all  school  districts,  seems  to  have 
come  a  long  way  toward  providing  quality  education.  But  like 
all  the  districts  we  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  where  we  can 
sit  back  and  rest  on  our  laurels.  Much  remains  to  be  done,  and 
I  am  sure  that  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  all  concerned, 
further  strides  in  the  right  direction  can  be  taken.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALTON  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  report  to  the  citizens  of 
Alton  regarding  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation's visit  to  Alton   Schools,  concerning  state  building   aid. 

On  January  31,  1967,  I  was  visited  by  Mr.  Ira  Stickney, 
Consultant  Administrative  Services  and  Mr.  Charles  H.  Marston, 
Consultant  Secondary  Schools  Service  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Education.  They  were  here  to  inquire  about: 

a.  curriculum 

b.  buildings  and  grounds 

so  that  another  re-evaluation  of  Alton's  building  Aid  could   be 
conducted. 

Upon  investigation  of  our  school  plant  and  curriculum,  the 
following  commendations  were  voiced: 

a.  good   teacher-student  ratio   in    classes 

b.  excellent  facilities 

The  following  recommendations  were  voiced  by  the  com- 
mittee to   be   followed   later   by   written   recommendations. 

We  do  not  meet  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of 
Education's  requirements  for  a  comprehensive  high  school  in 
the  following  areas: 

I  We  presently  offer  thirteen  subject  areas  in  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  area:  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department 
of  Education  requires  us  to  offer  fourteen  prepara- 
tions, ten  units  in  any  given  year. 

II  At  the  present  time,  we  have  twelve  courses  that  alter- 
nate every  other  year;  the  New  Hampshire  State  De- 
partment of  Education  only  allows  ten  alternating 
courses  in  their  standards  for  a  comprehensive  high 
school. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  as  established  by  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education,  Alton  School 
District  would  have  to  do  one  of  the  following,  in  order  of 
preference: 
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I  Hire  an  additional  teacher  to  instruct  the  three 
courses  as  indicated  in  the  above  recommendations. 
A  Practical  Arts  course  as  determined  by  our  needs 
(probably  in  the  Home  Economics  area).  Eliminate 
two  alternating  courses  and  establish  them  to  be  given 
every  year. 

II  Hire  a  teacher  who  will  instruct  predominantly  in  the 
Physical  Education  area  for  Grades  7-12  and  have  this 
individual  instruct  the  three  courses  as  defined  by  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education.  This, 
of  course,  is  the  second  choice  (in  order  of  preference) 
because  it  is  desirable  that  we  have  a  Physical  Educa- 
tion program  for  Grades   1-12. 

Ill  Eliminate  three  "B"  tract  courses;  for  example,  we  of- 
fer two  classes  each  year  in  United  States  History  (A 
and  B  groups).  By  combining  these  two,  v/e  could  free 
one  class  period  per  day.  This  type  of  arrangement 
would  have  to  be  accomplished  with  three  different 
subjects  in  order  to  meet  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Department  of  Education's  minimum  requirements. 
This  type  of  program  can  only  be  accomplished  with 
the  permission  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department 
of  Education  because  our  total  course  offerings  in  aca- 
demic and  general  areas  would  not  be  sufficient.  If  the 
third  choice  were  selected  as  a  possible  solution,  it 
would  also  require  investigation  into  meeting  the  re- 
quirements of  a  comprehensive  high  school  as  stated  in 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

In  conclusion,  the  Alton  Centra!  School  can  meet  the  re- 
quirements but,  at  this  point,  I  must  emphasize  that  these  are 
the  minimum  requirements  for  a   comprehensive  high  school.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  llic  IrihabHarits  oj  the  Schoo'l  district  in  tlie  town  oj  Alton 
qiialijiecl  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  High  School  Gym- 
nasium in  said  district  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  March  1967,  at 
2:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,    to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming   year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensu- 
ing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officers  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory   obligations   of  the   district. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  Title  I  of  Public  Law  89-10  (89th  Congress)  designed  to  im- 
prove educational  opportunities  with  particular  reference  to 
children  of  low-income  families,  and  to  appropriate  such  funds 
as  may  be  made  available  to  the  District  under  said  Federal  Act 
for  such  particular  projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  School 
Board.  Further,  to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  moke  application  for  such  funds  and  to  expend  the 
same  for  such  projects  as  said  School   Board  may  designate. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  provide  physical  edu- 
cation instruction  as  a  regular  port  of  the  Alton  School  System 
and   raise  and   appropriate  the  sum  of  $5200.00  to  implement 
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the  same.  (Not  recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  create  a  cooperative  school 
district  planning  committee  and  to  elect  the  members  thereof 
or  determine  that  they  may  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

12.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  $1800  to  establish  a  contingency  fund  to  meet  the  cost 
of  unanticipated  expenses  that  may  arise  during  the  year.  (Rec- 
ommended by  Budget  Committee) 

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  moke  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the  District 
such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational 
purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the 
United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any 
Federal  or  State  Agency. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come   before  said   meeting.
